SERMON ON MKINLEY 
: AT BALTIMORE. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 19.—The 
sermon by Cardinal Gibbons was d livered 
at the Cathedral memorial services today: 

7t has been my melancholy experience 
in the course of my ministry to be 
siartied by the aseassination of three presi- 
dents of the United States. Abraham Lin- 
coln was shot in 1865, James A. Garfield was 
mortally wounded in 1881 and William Mec- 
Kinley received a fatal wound on Sept. 6. 
Mr. Lincoln was shot in a theater, Mr. 
Garfield was shot while about to take a 
train to enjoy a ne.ded vacauon, and our 
late beloved President fell bg the hand of 
an astassin while lending the prestige of 
his name and influence to the success of a 
national exposition. In the annals of crime 
it is difficult to find an instance of murder 
“» atrocious, 80 wanion and meaning.ess 
as the assassination of Mr. McKinley. Some 
reason or pretext has been usualiy assigned 
for the sudden taking away of earini) 
rules. Baltassar, the tmpilous King ot! 
Chaidea, spent his last night in reveling 
and drunkenniss. He was suddenly struck 
dead by the hand of the Lord. 

How different was the life 
magistrate. No court in Europe or tn 
civilized world was more conspicuous for 
moral rectitude than the official home of 
I'resident McKinley. He would have 
adorned any court in Christendom by his 
civio virtues. 

Brutus plunged his dagger into the heart 
of Cesar because of his overweening am 
bition. Whatever may have been the errors 
of judgment on the part of our late Presi- 
dent (and who is free from them), no man 
can honestly charge him with tyranny or 
official corruption.

“It is a melancholy consolation to know 
that the fatal termination of Pres.dent Mc- 
Kinley’s case was not in the slightest de- 
gree due to any to give him the

our art: and there is nothing humiliating 


in the fact that the favorable prognosis, 
which for five or six days seemed jJus.ifed, 
should have final.y proved faliacious. 

“It ls expected that an official report 
the case will de g.ven to the profession in 
the course of a short time. Pending th 
issue of the report, let us briefly review the 
case. At the time of his assassination 
President McKinley probably was in better 
physical condition than most men of his 
age who lead a sedentary life. 5o far as is 
known, he was free from all organic 
eases, though his x may have 
somewhat impaired by the fearful 

strain to which the duties of his ofiice 3 
its responsib.lities and anxieties have long 
subjected him. 
“He was suddeniy cut down by a crue’ 
wound, but he bore ‘it braveiy, and there 
was little of the condition known as shock 
Chis freedom from shock was correctly In 
terpreted as showing that no cons.derabie 
internal hemorrhage was going on. With- 
out delay he was taken to a well-equipped 
hospital and attended by surgions cf 
wor d-wide reputation and vast experience 
The operation itself was performed by an 
exceeding y capabie gynecologist, Who 
was assisted by equaliy capabie general 
surgeons. 

“It Is perfectly certain that there was no 
technica! fault in the operation, and it may 
be said, with equal positiveness, that it 
would have vergced on madness to prolong 
the search for the bullet after it had been 
ascertained that {t had not infilcted any 
very gra\t injury beyond that of the stom- 
ach—ascertained, that is to say, within the 
limitations of warrantable efforts 

‘The operation having been finished with- 
out seriously taxing the distinguished pa- 
tient’'s vital powers, there followed at least 
five days of freedom from serious s8ymp- 
toms. This we say with full appreciation 
of the fact that the record of the pulse 
and respiration seemed ominous, for the 
high rate might have been duc to any one 
of a number of conditions not itn them- 
selves of grave importance. 

‘The hopeful view was taken, and quite 
naturaily. It is easy to be wise after the 
event and to say that In thiag respect the 
surgeons were in error. Err they certainiy 
did, as the result shows, but to err in such 
& way argues no incapacity or avoidable 
lack of judgment—it simply, we repeat, ll- 
luetrates the fact that the medical man is 
not 8 perfect being. 

“Gangrene probably was established two 
or three days deters the fatal tesua@< 
lowed. but it could hardly have sue hole 
very early without giving rise to more dis- 
uleting phenomena than augmentation of 
the pulse and respiration rates, which, as 
we have said before, might well have been 
due to some comparatively unimportant 
disturbance. Zo the wound of the kidney 
we attribute little Importance, further than
